“Well, t'oe money you put Inlo the 
work of the Hawaiian Kvangeliral Asso¬ 
ciation sethls pacifiers in the persons of 
missionaricK to kci*|i men iH*nceful. sober 
and WII.I.INH TO WORK. 

“Yes. it stops strikes lictter than the 
law can. How imtny times you have 
seen men tbHkiug into town ht*cau.H4* of 
some grievance or other, sowing 8i*cds 
of diM'ord and'strife.

Mark Twain grn's for that insufferable 
bantam, Oeii. Funston, without mercy, in 
a current contribution to the North 
AniiTicnii Review. Ho pretends to de¬ 
fend the rc<*ently promot<>4l American ad- 
ventnri*r. but the “defense” Is that Fun* 
Kton is iMit responsible for employing nn- 
clvnw.cd treachery in effecting ih** cap¬ 
ture of Agiiiiiiildo. lieraiise hf is by na¬ 
ture war|H**l niornlly. and linyn “crookisl 
disjiosition'* for bis skelFt<in. Mark 
Twain ncknowhslges that every detail of 
the wheine—^•x<*ept one—lias Iss'ii em- 
plornl before in war, and is ci^nsidensl 
justifiable. It Is allow'nblc for a briga¬ 
dier general f“if he lie of the sort that 
can si> cho<»M*“» to prnettce tr»*aehery him¬ 
self and em-ourace It In others by brib¬ 
ery. to retimve the badg»*s of his ow'n 
honorable rank and disguise himself, to 
lie. to f«>rge, to ms'cpl of courlistus wel¬ 
come ami .sssaj.sinale the wefinmiero 
while their hands are still warm from 
the friendly handshake. 

Rut—and herein Mark Twain makea 
hU exet'ption—nUhotigh when n man Is 
exhausted hy hunger to the p^dnt where 
he is “too weak to move” be has a right 
to make supplication ro his enemy to 
aave his failing life, Der€*rthclcss if be 
take so much as one taste of that fomi— 
which ia holy, by the precept of all agoe 
and all nations—be Is Itarred from lifting 
his hand agaioit that enemy for that 
time. 


“It was left to a brigadier general of 
j volunteers in the American anny,” he 
j says, “to put shame upon a custom 
I which even the'degraded Spanish friars 
I had respected. Wo promotra him for iL 
I “Our unsuspecting Present was in 
the act of taking his murderer by the 
I hand when the man shot him down, ^e 
amaxed world dwelt upon that damning 
fact, brooded over it, disenssed it, 
binshed for it, said it put a blot and a 
shame upon our race. Yet, bad as be 
was. be bad not—dying of starvation— 
begp*d food of the President to strength¬ 
en his failing forces for his treacherous 
work: he did not procc<*d against the 
life of a benefactor who bad just saved 
bis own.” 

Still, reverting to his original proposi¬ 
tion, Mark Twain holds that Funston is 
not to blame, as he did not make hjs own 
diM|K>sitiou. That dis[M)sitiou was able 
t4> say to ttu enemy. “Have pity on me, 

1 am staning. (tire me food. I am 
your friend, your fellow patriot. Save 
my life," and it was able to shoot down 
tho giver of the food while the hand was 
sirt*tche<l irtJt in welcome. like tho Presi¬ 
dent’s. There was humor in this, a thing 
to make Imnquet boards laugh, says 
Taain. 

Hut another |M>int must not bi* over- 
bsiketi and It Is a significant one: Hen. 
McArthur told the investigntfiig Itonnl 
at Washington that he. McArthur, plan¬ 
ned the details of the entrapping of 
.Vguiualdo. And McArthur U skilled in 
soldiery and trained In the “ethics of 
war”—save iho mark! It thus cantuit 
Im* said that a chance soldier like Funs- 
toil put this eouutry In a fais4* |H>sUion. 
The crime is nu the head of one of Us 
iinwt-laudtMi repr(*M*utativi*s.

The Sodaiiats do not repudiate religion, hot they say that it does not require 
religion to plow a furrow and reap a harvest, or dig potatoes or sell butter. These 
are all businesa questions, and contain no prophetic thoughts or mysteries of 
faith. It does not require the aid of Christianity to look through a teleocope, 
for we read of rf*aowi)ed astronomers who did not aec<*pt the authenticity of 
divine revelation, and they were very successful in their obserratiuns, for they 
bad no fears that they w’ould discover a star that was condemned. Two and two 
make four, and all the religion in the world will not alter these figures. 

I.et us apply the same principle to the economic <|Ut*Mtiou. When the 1 * 00 - 
stimiog capacity of the people docs not equal production, there will be a sur¬ 
plus. and eventually banl times, panics industrial stagnation and the small cap- 
ttaliNt will l>e, crushed, and his property will lie absorbt*d by more successful 
com|M*titors. and be will be driven Into the ranks of the proletariat; the middle 
man will lose his home and join the hosts of toilers: the laboring people will In* 
redu(*t*d to starvation, and the country will be filled with an army of beggars 
and tramps. t'uusiiuiptioD iloes not equal production when tht* w'orkers do not 
get their iM>rtioD of the w'eulth proiJuctHl. The laboring |H‘ 0 )de constitute To i>er 
cent, of the population, and to equalixe consumption and prtMiuction tliey should 
get 75 p<*r cent, of the w'oaltb tliat is create*!. Hut they g(*t only 1.5 per cent, 
of the wt‘Alth that they create, and all the n*ligioii in the world w*ill not make 15 
e<)i:al to 75. 

The Sm'ia'ists offer a scientific solution. Under their regime the p4*op{e 
would get all they produce, nud tJien* would be no surplus while railliiiiiri were 
starving. 

.Soi-ialism ia the science of <H*dtiotnics. Like every other .science, it leaves 
religion to rule in the domain of faith and morals.

Heiw«*en a simple partnership and a trust there Is only h qiiantitntive differ¬ 
ence. a difference in size, in dimeiiMons, hut not in kind. It is true, that a 
trust exems«*s a gigantic iM>wer In comparison with a .Minple partnership. Hut 
this is just what has ti» Is* exp«N-ted. The mammoth hammer of the Carnegie^ 
<'nm|)Mny that compr**sses tons iif steel and a small hammer with which we 
drive lacks Into our carpets on the thmr are built on the same principle. What 
may 1m* suld ill favor or against u trust appli<*s et|iiaily in the csM'iiee, althongli 
different in degree, to n simple partnership. This is sound e<-onomi«-s and smimi 
law. .Ml the trust smashers an* moved in their tragi-i-onih nl endeavor t4i stem 
the tide of tM-onomic evolution fnmi individual.ciuiipetitioii to eoinpetition aimtiig 
diffenuit simple partnerships, nnd fnuu the lust to the negation of competition in 
the shape of trust, eith-r by igimraiiee or by demugogie nsidratious. The only 
loglenl outcome of the tendency to tnistify all is-onomie fiiiu-iions of tsH-iety is 
the nationnlizatioii of all trusts. This outcome is not onlv the |Mistiilate of logic, 
hut tinavoidahle if we dt» not want to return to btirimriiy. The question is not: 
“Shall the nation own the tnists?” Hut. “How can the nation he savtil from be¬ 
ing owneil by the tnists?” .Knd then* can be only one answe.** to that. NA¬ 
TIONALIZE THE TRL'STS. The Stfcialirits cuuis>t lake any other stand uud 
remain faithful to their own prineiples. It was Karl .Marx wfio first n-t^om- 
mended the expropriati«>n of the expruprietors.
